The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per claims 20, 34, 35 and 76, the closest prior art by Kishimoto, Register or 
Watanabe does not explicitly teach "converting scales of externally input color 
component video signals to have a certain frequency ratio in correspondence with 
display characteristics of the screen panel." 

As per claim 52, the closest prior art by Kishimoto or Register does not explicitly 
teach "a control unit to generate a pivot control signal to display the OSD image suitable 
to a rotated state of the rotatable display unit and a OSD driving signal according to a 
key manipulation by a user to indicate the rotated state of the display unit and request 
an OSD, respectively."
